NEW-build home owners in West 
Lancashire face having to pay out 
£100 if they want to have all four 
wheelie bins that are currently 
provided by the borough council. 

West Lancs charges £25 for each of the 
four bins available, which the council 
say covers the cost of the bin and deliv- 
ery. 

Council chiefs point out that the 
charge isn’t anew measure and has been 
in force since 2014! 

However, questions over the wheelie 
bin costs have been raised by angry new 
homeowners who have contacted MP 
Rosie Cooper in recent weeks. 

With thousands of new homes being 
built at pace across the borough, the 
charges to have a wheelie bin provided 
have come to a head.

Vast swathes of peatland will be 
restored to tackle climate change 


Report by Henry James 


VITAL PEATLAND will be restored under 
ambitious proposals launched on Friday August 
27 to help tackle climate change and protect 
biodiversity. 

Five new landmark projects to restore England’s 
peatlands to a natural and healthy state will benefit 
from millions of pounds through the government’s 
Nature for Climate Peatland Grant Scheme. 

The government intends to invest more than £50 
million in peat restoration, building on its pledge to 
restore approximately 35,000 hectares of peatland 
in England by the end of this Parliament. 

As England’s largest carbon store on land, peat- 
lands play a vital role in trapping carbon and also 
provide a wealth of wider benefits such as 
improved ecosystems and biodiversity, better water 
quality and natural flood management. However, 
only 13% of England’s peatlands are in a near-nat- 


ural state. These new projects mark a big step 
towards achieving a goal to reverse the decline of 
England’s peatlands and will contribute to the 
ambitious Nature Recovery Network. 

The successful projects include a joint project by 
Lancashire Wildlife Trust and Cumbria Wildlife 
Trust, who will collaborate to carry out important 
restoration works on 16 degraded lowland raised 
bog sites stretching from Merseyside up to the Scot- 
tish border. 

This encompasses former extensive areas of the 
Solway Plains, Witherslack Mosses, Lancashire 
plain and Pilling Mosses, Manchester Mosses, to 
the Mersey floodplain, and is aiming to restore 227 
hectares over the scheme’s duration. 

Environment Minister Rebecca Pow said: “We 
have committed to triple our historic average 
annual peat restoration figures and these land- 
scape-scale projects will provide a_ great 
contribution to achieving this and accessing the 
wealth of benefits healthy peatlands offer.” 

Natural England’s chair Tony Juniper added: “Our 
peatlands exemplify the multiple benefits society 
can reap from healthy

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First of new trains handed 
over to Liverpool City Region

THE first of the 53 new Merseyrail trains from 
manufacturer Stadler have been handed over 
to the Liverpool City Region. 

The ‘landmark achievement’ means the City 
Region will be the first in the country to own its 
new trains. 

To celebrate, Metro Mayor of the Liverpool City 
Region, Steve Rotheram, is inviting people to step 
on board and see for themselves how journeys will 
look in the future when the train goes on public 
display for the first time in September. 

This transfer represents a milestone in the new 
trains project that will see the entire fleet replaced 
by “state-of-the-art, safe, reliable, comfortable” 
trains, set to bring the city region’s rail service into 
the 21st century. 

Co-designed in consultation with local people, 
the modern trains boast a wide range of customer- 
focused features and functions including: 

@ Pioneering sliding-step technology, providing 
step free access for all 

@ Onboard Wi-Fi 

@ Improved passenger information screens 

@ More space for wheelchairs, bicycles and 
prams 

The fleet is a key part of the Mayor’s plans for a 
London-style transport network that seeks to 
make it as quick, easy, and reliable for people to 
travel around the region by taking greater local 
control of public transport and linking different 
modes of transport together. 

The Metro Mayor, said: “These new trains are a 
near half a billion-pound investment in our 
region's transport network and will transform the 
way people get around in our region. They’re a 
major part of my vision for a London-style trans- 
port system that will make getting around our

Matthias Hammerle, commercial project man- 
ager at Stadler, said: “We are very pleased to have 
reached this highly symbolic moment in the pro- 
gramme, with one train officially transferring 
ownership from Stadler to the Liverpool City 
Region.

WEST Lancashire residents who have symptoms 
that could be signs of cancer are being 
encouraged to come forward for lifesaving 
checks as part of an NHS campaign. 

NHS data shows that more than 18,000 people in 
the North West are diagnosed with abdominal or 
urological cancers each year, and more than 6,400 
people are diagnosed with lung cancer. 

But research shows that three in five people 
(60%) are concerned about burdening the NHS, 
with half (49%) saying they would delay seeking 
medical advice compared to before the pandemic. 

NHS England chief executive, Amanda Pritchard, 
launched the campaign to highlight symptoms of 
some of the most common cancers this week, say- 
ing that the NHS is open and ready to treat people.

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Call to invest more in 
better insulation and 
energy efficiency at 
council-owned housing 


OUR West Lancashire has 
renewed its call for increased 
investment to better insulate 
and improve energy efficiency 
after being contacted by 
tenants in Birch Green 
frustrated at the ‘lack of action’ 
from the council. 

Cllr Adrian Owens, OWL Group 
Chairman who met tenants in 
Birch Green recently to hear their 
concerns said: “Rents from coun- 
cil tenants generate a surplus of 
more than £4.5million every 
year. Yet currently all that money 
is going on Labour’s rush to build 
on much of Skelmersdale’s green 
space.” 

Birch Green resident, Sandra 
Porter said: “I have been trying to 
get the rendering addressed on 
houses in Flimby for more than 
12 months and the only 
response you get is that 
there is no money, yet 
there’s money for new 
building schemes in the 
town. 

“There is no insulation 
in the walls of our homes 
and the rendering is fall- 
ing off. The houses are 
cold and heating bills are 
high. The council should 
check its priorities.” 

Cllr Owens said he 


recognised the problem Ms 
Porter faced in getting any action 
from the council. “I was prom- 
ised a report in April, yet I’m still 
waiting. Staff that are supposed 
to be working on this have been 
moved to other work. 

He claimed: “The truth is coun- 
cil officers have been given no 
money by Labour to address 
these problems on our housing 
estates. Almost all the multi-mil- 
lion surplus from the rent monies 
paid by existing tenants is being 
diverted into Tawd Valley Devel- 
opments to build new homes, not 
to address the problems in the 
homes of existing tenants.” 

He continued: “The Council has 
declared a climate change emer- 
gency and for many of our 
residents fuel costs are signific-

ant. Greater Manchester is 
embarked on an ambitious retro- 
fitting programme on their 
council homes. In West Lan- 
cashire, we are still in the starting 
blocks. Investment in energy effi- 
ciency improvements to tenants’ 
homes would reduce carbon emis- 
sions and tenant fuel bills, leaving 
more money in hard-pressed 
pockets. The works themselves 
would provide a jobs boost locally 
as the economy recovers after the 
pandemic.” 

The Council Independents have 
also repeated their call for a start 
to work on a third revival project 
in Skelmersdale. Cllr Owens who 
was involved in the success of pre- 
vious revivals at Firbeck and 
Beechtrees said: “Revival projects 
are complex because of the mix of 
privately owned and 
council owned proper- 
ties. However, we mustn't 
give up on putting right 
the worst features of the 
New Town layouts. Giv- 
ing homes their own 
private outdoor space 
and more traditional 
street layouts has been a 
great success at Firbeck 
and Beechtrees. The 
council needs to starting 
planning the next one.”

September is a month when millions of birds 
are on the move. As the days start to gradually 
become colder and shorter, birds move from 
north to south and Martin Mere is a great place 
to see signs of this migration taking place. 


Many duck, geese, swans and other wetland 
birds spend their summers breeding north 

of the Arctic Circle. A trickle of the ducks 

and geese will now start to appear at Martin 
Mere but the main arrivals and passage 
through Martin Mere for these species will be 
in October and November. However, for the 
group of birds collectively known as waders, 
September is the peak month for seeing both 

a variety of species and large numbers on our 
reserve. Any day in September could bring 
around 20 different species of waders, including 
uncommon birds such as little stint, spotted 
redshank and both green and wood sandpipers; 
these birds using Martin Mere as an avian 
motorway services, breaking up their long 
journeys. 


It is always worth keeping your eyes peeled, as 
anything can turn up at this time of year and, in 
past years, rare birds from North America, such 
as pectoral sandpiper, wilson’s phalarope and 
long-billed dowitcher have turned up. 


While our breeding avocets start to dwindle 
in numbers, as they fly further south for the 
winter, we see a massive build up in the number 
of black-tailed godwits using the reserve. 
Around 500 birds have been present in the 
autumn for the last couple of years and, while 
some will eventually continue their journey 
south, a few will stay for the winter at Martin 
Mere. Numbers of ruff and lapwing also start 
to increase and these three species, along 
with the noisy oystercatchers, will be the most 
noticeable waders around the reserve for the 
next six months. 


It is not just the larger birds that are migrating 
through at this time of year and it is worth 
keeping an eye open for smaller birds, either 
on the ground, or perched on fence posts 

and wires. Wheatears, whinchats and yellow 
wagtails are frequently seen on the reserve, 
taking a break from the long flight back to 
Africa. 


And, with all this activity, our birds of prey 
are never far away, looking to pick off what 
they can. Marsh harriers, sparrowhawks and 
buzzards are currently a common sight and 

a migratory hobby has been seen for the last 
week or so, along with a newly arrived pair of 
noisy ravens.
